ANTI-HOOVER GROUPS 


As for the Republican- race, the del- 
egates are being gathered in for the 
anti-Hoover block and they Include 
the Lowden and Dawes elements as 
well as a number of favorite sons like 
the Willis organization In Ohio and 
the 'Watson forces'in'Indiana. 


AH these anti-Hoover groups are 


not enough by themselves to con- 
stitute a balance of power in the 
Kansas City convention but with ad- 
dition of the "unlnstructed" and so- 
called "silent .Coolldge.vote" there is 
already a barrier big enough to pre- 
vent the nomination of the secretary 
of commerce. 


Accordingly the friends of Mr. Hoo- 


ver are beginning to ask these Coo- 
lidge men If they want either Lowden 
or Dawes, who have not been classed 
as Coolidge supporters, to win ,the 
nomination, or 
whether they • 'twill 


make It possible for an out-and-out

The financial district In* New .York 


and the business communities of other 
cities have in the last week heard a 
great deal more than usual about the 
possibility of drafting Mr. Coolidge.

strength.

SURPRISED AT 
SURTAX VOTE 


Civic Clubs Hear Zimmerman 


Discuss Board of Control 


Appropriations 


Governor Fred R. Zimmerman told 


150 Kiwanians, Lions, Rotarians and 
members of the chamber of commerce 
here Tuesday noon that he was sur- 
prised at the action of the Wisconsin 
legislature in bringing up' the ques- 
tion of surtaxes in an appropriation of 
$750,000 for the state's charitable and 
penal institutions after approximately 
$15,000,000 was voted to,the state uni- 
versity and the normal schools with- 
out even mentioning the matter of how 
to raise the money. 


The governor said he has no bitter- 


ness against the legislature for its 
tactics but pointed out that it was ad- 
nit,, ted on the floor of the legislature 
that the maneuvering was a "cheap 
political play." 


The joint meeting was sponsored by 
the Kiwanis club. 


The governor said he discussed the 


appropriation bills for charitable and 
penal institutions at the request of the 
Kiwanis club. 


VETOED BILLS 


"You will recall that when the leg- 
islature adjourned in August, 1987, 
that among the- last bills to come to 
my desk were those for the charita- 
ble and. penal institutions and the 
normals schools," the governor said. 
"In returning them without approval, 
I emphasized that these bills evidenc- 
ed a greater need- of a more practi- 
cal system of budget making." 


'The normal.school bill, which came 


to my desk, carried an appropriation 
of approximately one million dollars 
more than the. one recommended by 
the finance committee, and that In 
itself was evidence of the fact that 
there' was reason for the veto. When

Monday made a preliminary survey 
of the submarine and supervised th 
removal of the eight bodies not previ 
ously recovered after the sinking o 
the S-4 by the Coast Guard Destroye 
Paulding off Provincetown on Dec 
17, began a minute examination of the 
vessel Tuesday. They started with the 
torpedo compartment where Monday 
lay the bodies of six men who nurvlv 
ed the disaster for many hours and 
communicated with the rescue fleet. 


One of the first discoveries Tiles 
day was that of a flashlight hanging 
on the bulkhead door, with a watch 
tied to it. Tho watch 
stopped 5:38 


Members of the board expressed the 
belief that the six men had kept track 
of time by means of the watch anc 
flashlight. In the. first two hours of 
their exploration they found no writ 
ten record. They discovered that no 
attempt had been made to trim or 
blow the ballast tanks. The water 
line showed that there had been 18 
inches of water In the Torpedo com- 
partment. 


When the craft had been drydocked 


and the bodies of the last eight vie- 
time-to be recovered had been removec 
from their steel tomb, the tragic story 
was partially revealed. 


Naval officers who 
Inspected the 


scene before the bodies were taken 
out saw mute evidence At the desper- 
ate,fight t'q shut, out incoming water 
but failed to find written messages In 
»-2j,!ch it 'hid been hoped the doomed 
men might have recorded their ac 
count of the disaster. 


The bodies were covered with gray 


mud which, had seeped in from tho 
ooean bed off Provincetown, the scene 
of the crash between tho submarine 
and Coastguard Destroyer Pauling on 
Dec. 
17, last, and there were several 


Indies of water over them. 


ONLY SMALL HOLE 


One of the surprising features of 


the drydocklng was the revelation of 
how small a hole the Paulding had 
cut through the hull of the subma- 
rine. The opening on the outside of 
the craft was about eight feet long 
and only three feet high. The Inside 
hole was but two and a half feet long 
and a foot high.

city, has assembled evidence *. om the 
action of many- substances which in- 
dicates, he says, that the shape of 
molecules is an important factor In 
determining 
physiological effects in 


tiio complicated organism known as 
Man. 


For nearly fifty years chemists have 


held that matter was nothing but a 
form of energy, and they nave consid?. 
ered their subject almost wholly from 
that viewpoint, D-7 Renshaw now as- 
serts that 
geometry—the size 
and 


shape of the molecule—as well as en- 
ergetics—the science of energy—has 
a leading role in regulating the na- 
tural processes that take olace in 'the 
body, and in the action of mapy drugs. 


"My belief is,' 'says Professor Ren- 


shaw, "that the greatest 
advance- 


ments in the near future, not only 
in organic chemistry but in phjslolo- 
gy as well, will be through the coor- 
dination of energetics, with geometry. 


To be sure, there has been an in- 
valuable but* limited application of ge- 
ometry in stereo-chemistry; but the 
importance of spaclal 
configuration 


transcends far beyond the significance 
usually attached 
to it.' In fact, 
I 


would now say that chemistry, physi- 
ology and life itself are the coordinat- 
ed manifestations of the law*, of ge- 
ometry and energetics. 


"The evidence 
indicates that the 


configuration of a molecule'of a sub- 
stance will determine whether it will 
stimulate or paralyze 
the different 


nerve impulses which bring about a 
change in the heart beat, the blood 
pressure, the. 
intestinal movements, 


the extent of the glandular secretions 
or other actions. 


"The definite lowering of the blood 


pressure by the injection of less than 
one hundred-millionth of a m.lligram 
of acetyl choline (equivalent to about 
ten-millionth of a grain of sugar) into 
the body fluids of an animal proves 
to me that the cfiaracteristif action of 
the1 chemical can only be on some in- 
flnitestlmal surface, such as a minute 
membrane between the nerve termi- 
nals or between them and the muscle 
cell." 
Pointing out that atlhough two very 


similar substances may have the same 


nergy content, their effect on th. 
body may be quite different. Prof**. 
sor Renshaw explains the phenome- 
non by assuming that the molecule* 
of the one conform more readily to a 
particular bit of tissue than do thorn- 
of the other. 
" 


"It is very likely," 
he observes, 


that the geometry of a substance 
ill in many cases determine whe- 


ther the substance will be physiolog- 
ically active. This Is because a cer- 
tain geometrical pattern of ita mole- 
cule enables it to fit into the structure 
of a nerve tissue, thereby bringing 
about a greater diminution of free 
energy in the system 
than would 


gome other substance either inactive 
or less active " 


The new theory accepts the mag- 


neto-chemical hypothesis, which holds 
that the pair of electrons ir a. mole- 
cule never completely neutralize each 
other's magnetic fields, thus leaving 
a residual 
force, the intensity 
of 


which varies with the kind of atom 
and -its method of combination with 
other atoms. 


"I£ we assume," 
says Professor 


Renshaw, "that it is this torce which 
holds the molecules together and that 
the force 
<4.cts only through very 


smair distances, often less than mole-

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TURNING ESCH OUT 


What sort of a precedent has been set 


by the senate in its refusal'to confirm the 
reappointment by President Coolidge of 
John J. Esch on the Interstate Commerce 
Commission? Has it done something that 
it and the country at large will learn to 
regret? Is its act consistent with the prin- 
ciples underlying this government or has 
it made a grievous blunder? 


No one denies that Mr. Esch is un- 


usually well equipped, from experience 
and ability, to fulfill the duties of the po- 
sition which he has occupied for some 
years. In the hundreds, the thousands of 
decisions which he was required to make 
during the course of his tenure of office, 
sno criticism whatever was aimed at him 
excepting in one case, a sectional quarrel 
between the coal mining interests of the 
north and the south concerning freight 
rates to lake ports. The question involved 
was apparently a complicated and diffi- 
cult one in which the members of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission divided 
nearly equally, of such a nature that more 
than one member, during the argument 
and consideration of the subject, altered 
his opinion. Those attacking Mr. Esch 
pointed to his change of opinion as in- 
capacity upon his part, indicative of 
wrong doing, when in fact it might as 
well be evidence of a fair and open mind. 
There is a class of people who "never 
change their minds." Do we not have too 
many of them in congress? 


Those charged with the high respon- 


sibility of deciding matters involving the 
rights of individuals or sections of the 
country, whether judges of our courts or t 
exercising judicial functions upon com- 
missions, must be fair minded enough 
not to be governed by pride of opinion, 
honest enougli to admit errors when-they 
find they have made them. Hardly a year 
' goes by that the ablest courts in the land 


do not admit and correct some error in 
the multitude of cases coming before 
them. 


But the issue concerning Mr. Esch is 


a broad one. Must the members of^ the 
various commissions who receive their 
appointments from 
the president but 


with the approval of the senate look out 
to see which way the wind is blowing be- 
fore they decide matters submitted to 
them? Must they examine the political 
barometer and decide upon their idea of 
how the next election is going? Is that 
the consideration upon which the public 
service shall operate? 


Of course the peoplej^vant nothing of 


the kind because that would bring about 
a wretched condition of uncertainty and 
subserviency, and yet, is that not exactly 
the result of the recent senatorial action? 
Do the senators expect that before these 
commissioners shall decide fair rates, faiij 
conditions and the thousand and one 
questions that are submitted to them, 
and which should be decided upon facts, 
evidence, they shall take the matter up 
with various senators who know nothing 
about it, but be guided by their opinions 
because they have the right of confirma- 
tion? 


The country is not going to burst be- 


cause of this error. But a grievous wrong 
has been done to a splendid public offi- 
cial, one who has devoted his life to the 
public service and finds himself turned 
out as he approaches seventy years of 
age merely because in the language of 
Lincoln, "he did his duty as he saw it." 
The fine Italian hand of Wisconsin's sen- 
ators took part in the stabbing affray but 
that was expected because Mr. Esch, po- 
litically, did not bend the knee at every 
crack of the whip. 


The public service, however, is hurt 


by such a procedure. 
The Interstate 


Commerce Commission, its very morale, 
is seriously injured. Instead of continuing 
as it has been in the past, a fine and in- 


' dependent arm of the 
federal govern- 


ment, its members are given to under- 
stand that they must bow to political 
pressure or be turned out in the cold. Un- 
,dftf such a condition men of independent 
stamp and the requisite character to fill 
the position will not accept the appoint- 
ment and the class who will take it are 


I 'incapable of keeping up the fine traditions 


have followed the Service. 


TRAVELING DOLLARS 


American money recently has gone 


traveling as never before. It hasv toured 
with an energy greater than that of any 
other American tourist. 
And $15,000,- 


000,000 worth of it, according to Caret 
Garrett in the Saturday Evening Post, 
has found a resting place abroad in the 
way "of public and private loans. Enough 
to build thirty Panama^ canals, or sixty 
St. Lawrence seaways. 


What this money could have done if it 


had stayed in the United States rather 
preys on Mr. Garrett. Think of the grade 
crossings and good roads and seaways 
and reclamation projects it could have 
built! But we doubt whether Americans 
will mourn over that. If anything we are 
considerably overbonded ourselves, and 
the taxes we are paying for fixed debt 
charges on public improvements are quite 
high enough. 
It 
hasn't been lack of 


money/ but 
lack of political readiness 


which has stood in the way of the St. 
Lawrence seaway. With agriculture as it 
is, we dont need reclamation projects to 
increase over-productfon and put it in 
further difficulties. Crying over the cash 
we might have spent will be a solace few 
Americans will seek. 


What is really too bad about all this 


European lending is not that we failed to 
loan it to ourselves instead, but that we 
loaned it so carelessly and heartlessly to 
Europe. We, made a spendthrift out of a 
war-torn continent which above all 
should have confined its borrowing to 
really productive purposes and practiced 
a rigid public and private economy until 
it got on its feet. American agents urged 
firms, railroads, cities, states to borrow 
from them for all sorts of unnecessary 
extravagances. Commissions were passed 
out to mayors and influential folk to get 
them to take our money through bond 
issues. Cities built stadiums and athletic 
plants fit to shame our American univer- 
sities. Railroads without economic excuse 
were constructed over mountain passes. 


And now our American reparations 


commissioner is asking Germany—one of 
the victims of our loaning spell—to-try 
and cure itself of the borrowing fever 
created by this campaign of our own 
American solicitors to get rid of Amer- 
ican money!

out and the high school principal per- 
suaded the boys to go home."

THE PHYSIOLOGY OF CHRONIC RHINITIS 
A good doctor/is a prophet, sure enough. He is 


not without honor save in his own country and in 
his own house. Abroad he may amiably venture a 
guess as to what ails a casual acquaintance or 
what's good for it, but in his own country he wisely 
refrains from this sport, and consequently he is a 
"bum doctor." 


To suggest any remedy wratsoever for simple 


chronic rhinitis is a thing a good doctor certainly 
does not attempt in his own country unless he has 
first had a look see at the site or source of trouble. 
Aside from the unwisdom of blind guesswork, this 
smacks much too much of that most ridiculous form 
of quackery "catarrh" specialism. Further warning 
about the remedies I am going to suggest will not 
be needed by folks who know me—they won't use 
them anyway. 


Twenty years ago a patient with the hardihood to 


present himself in a successful doctor's office with 
a complaint of constant or intermittent obstruction 
or stoppage of one or both nostrils then and there 
paid one bone for his temerity. It was the era of 
frenzied surgery, and turbinate or spongy bodies 
were hacked, punched, sawed or snared out of the 
nasal cavity literally by the bushel. The "ordinary" 
doctor or the nose and throat specialist who nest- 
led about "removing a bone" from any such pa- 
tient was a piker, and nobody knew that better than 
the patient. You see, the use of a bit or gimlet or 
something made a hole through the clogged passage 
so that the patient was certain to obtain immediate 
relief at least to the obstruction or breathing, and 
tor six monhs or so everything was fine and dandy, 
jut then the victims of the operation seemed to 
>egin to realize that the turbinated or spongy bod> 
serves a function—a function very few schoolboys 
tnow, because physiology isn't regarded seriously 
>y our educational authorities. 


Let us inject a bit of elementary physiology here 


even though it take the space we Intended to use 
:o suggest a simple home treatment. The turbinated 
or spongy bodies are three shelves placed along the 
outer wall of each nasal passage, having- a thin 
bony "base or core and a thick covering of mucou| 
membrane with a rich network of blood vessels in 
t. These turbinates serve a double purpose, being- 
both radiators and humidifiers. As radiators they 
are 
more efficient than any radiator devised by 


man. for they warm up all the air entering through 
the nose from whatever temperature the outside air 
may have to approximately 98 degrees F., as it en- 
ters the windpipe. And besides they add to the ex- 
cessively arid atmosphere most indoor dwellers 
breathe most of the time, sufficient moisture to 
jrevent irritation of the throat, larnyx, bronchi or 
ungs by air. "Obviously, the turbinates have their 
work cut out for them. Aye, and piled up. Certain 
doctors or health authorities who belittle the idea of 
using humidifiers to maintain a wholesome degree 
of humidity in the living rooms, shop or office, be- 
ray their unfamiliarity with this bit of physiology, 
that's all. Any kind of-fairly efficient humidifiers, 
other than automatic systems built in, necessarily 
will be more or less a nuisance, to attend and keep 
at work, but any one who appreciates health and 
corn-fort will gladly pay such a price for the boon.

Former Lawrence Grid 


Coach Had Great Record 


The retirement of Mark S. Catlln, 


local attorney, from years of active 
work in coaching Lawrence college 
football teams in which he has de- 
veloped many state and conference 
title elevens, was commented on Sun- 
day in an edition of a Milwaukee 
newspaper. Mark was succeeded by 
Clarence Rasmussen of the Milv.-r.ukee 
County Day school 
but his great 


work will never be forgotten by older 
football 
fans and 
Viking 
alumni. 


Here's the story of his long Lawrence 
coaching career: 


"The recent appointment of Clar- 


ence Rasmussen as football coach at 
Lawrence college marks the passing 
of one of the oldest and best known 
coaches in the middle west, Mark 
C-tlin. 


Mark Catlin came to coach Law- 


rence football teams bat.-:: in the days 
v.-hen Lawrence played the University 
of Wisconsin regularly and the Uni- 
versities of Chicago and Minnesota 
frequently. 
His appointment came 


after two black years in the Vikings' 
history, 1907 and 1908, when Mar- 
quette defeated the Blues twice and 
Ripon scored its first victory. Catlin 
had been a great star at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and had earned an 
end position on the all-American team 
for two years. 
His first two years 


at Lawrence were fair, his teams los- 
ing games to the Universities of Chi- 
cago and Wisconsin and to Carroll. 


Then came the era of champion- 


ships. 
For four consecutive years, 
Lawrence's Catlin coached teams' won 
the undisputed all-state college cham- 
pionship. 
In al) of the four cham- 


pionship years only four games were 
lost, all to Wisconsin. Excepting the 
Wisconsin games, 
which were not 


counted in the figuring of champion- 
ship status, Lawrence's goal line was 
not crossed for a touchdown and in 
three of the four years Lawrence was 
not even scored upon. It was during 
those years that Catlin was given the 
title of "the wonder coach." 


Shoulder pads and helmets, the tra- 


ditional part of a football player's at- 
tire, were taboo. 
Lawrence placed 


eight men on the all-state teams; the 
other three positions 
being divided 


am ng Ripon, Beloit and 
Carroll. 


Some of the stars who were produced 
in this era, and who still head the 
lists of the state's greatest football 
players are Abe Abrahamson, Bob 
Wiley and the three Tippett brothers, 
Red, 
Wallie and Earl. 


HIT A SLUMP 


After these years of championships 


the Vikings ivere hit by a slump and 
when the athletic board made out 
the schedule for 1915 the officials re- 
alized that it was useless to play Wis- 
consin. 
Lawrence had little chance 


of winning and the team was only 
crippled for the rest of the season. 
For this reason Wisconsin was drop- 
ped from the schedule. 
In 1916, at 


the close of the football season, Coach 
Catlin resigned his position and start- 
ed to practice law. He had studied 
to be a lawyer while at Chicago, and 
had passed the bar examination. The 
call of the law and of the courtroom 
was too great to resist. 


"During the war the college was 


turned into a 
military school and 


Coach Holmes, who had succeeded 
Catlin, was unable to get games with 
other state schools. 
In 1918 CatHn 


was induced to return to Lawrence. 


He consented to come back for only 
one year, however, and the Vikings 
proceeded to capture the champion- 
ship. From 1920 to 1923 McChesney 
and Buck were the Lawrence coaches 
and 
the Vikings were 
champions 


those years. Such stftrs as Bill Smith, 
now head coach at West 
Division 


High in Milwaukee, and Lynn Black- 
bourne, Bill's rival at 
Washington 


High, were developed. In the recent 
Milwaukee high school football sea- 
son, West and Washington, coached 
by two teammates from 
Lawrence, 


fought it out for the championship, 
Bill wining. 


CATLIN RETURNS 


In 1924, with football at Lawrence 


-on the decline. Old Mark Catlin, his 
hair turning gray, but with the same 
old "no shoulder pads, no headgear" 
idea, returned once more to the scenes 
of his former triumphs and immedi 
ately won another championship. The 
greatest feat of that 1024 season was 
the holding of the University of Iowa 
to a 13-5 score. 
Iowa placed second 


in the Big Ten race that year, defeat- 
ing many of the conference teams by 
a much larger score than by which 
they defeated Lawrence. 
That was 


in the days 
of Eddie Kotal, 
Pete 
Briese and Basing. 


AH the' three latter mentioned have 


played with the Green Bay Pack^ 
and Briese has enjoyed his first year 
at coaching freshman basketball at 
Lawrence. 


Then came lean years for Mark 


Catlin and at the end of the 1927 sea- 
son the newspapers bore the news of 
Mark's retirement as football coach 
at Lawrence college. He may be seen 
daily on the streets of Appleton, how 
ever, walking to and from his law 
office to the courthouse. He is tall 
and gaunt, with bushy eyebrows and 
still wears the same old fedora. 
In 


the recent Irving Zuclke building fire 
at Appleton, Catlin's old law 
office 


was destroyed with many of his pic- 
tures and trophies of former years."

Grass

VG. B. Mortimer, field crop specialis 
at the Wisconsin college of agricul 
ture, points out that one-third of th< 
land In southern Wisconsin is given 
over to permanent pasturage and em 
phasizes the need for proper care o 
such land. 


Unproductive pastures are those 


•which do not yield adequate return in 
dairy products or in livestock weigh' 
for the acreage devoted to them. There 
are two reasons, he says, why per 
manent pastures 
are 
unproductive 


One is long-time pasturage on lands 
not considered suitable for the raising 
of crops; the other is the abuse 
pastures by turning stock in on them 
too early in the spring, grazing over 
them too intensively during the sum 
mer months, or by keeping animals on 
the fields too late in the fall and win 
ter. 


MAY IS EARLY ENOUGH 


Late May is early enough to turn 


stock onto the pastures, he believes 
and they should be brought off them 
during October at the latest, allowing 
a grazing season of from 130 to 150 
days. 
Grazing during the thawing 


season not only stunts the growth o: 
grass, but allows the stock t<* cut the 
turf and soil badly. 


Fertilization of -pasture lands is as 


essential as the^application of fertilizer 
to fields that grow corn, wheat, hay 


"^f 
or other crops, Mr. Mortimer says 


i 
He points out that simply allowing a 
piece of land to lie idle does not im 
prove it. It should be supplied with 
lime, phosphates and carbonates. 


Lime is a bone-building material 


and is constantly taken from pastures 
to build the bones of animals grazing 
on them. Blue grass is not a high 
lime requiring plant, but responds 
quickly to the application of that ele 
ment. Now is an excellent season of 
the year at which to put lime on the 
pasture, according to Mr. Mortimer 
and one application is sufficient for 
ten or flfteen years. 


He stresses the needs for 
phos- 
phates in pastures by pointing oui 
that ten thousand pounds of milk 
eleven thousand pounds of beef and a 
125-pound sack of acid phosphate 
contain the 
same amount of phos- 
phate. 


There is no need, he thinks, for the 


farmer to buy commercial nitrogen 


itilizers. This element can be added 


the pasture by maintlng white clover 
along with the blue grass. 


Twin turf may be improved by scat- 


tering legume seed on the surface 
at this season of the year. Mr. Morti- 
mer does not advise, however, the 
sowing of Tslue grass seed in that 
manner now, as It will not "catch" as 
readily as legumes. 


Nor does he favor the sowing of 


sweet clover on blue grass pastures, 
despite advocacy of that idea by ag- 
ricultural writers and experimenters. 
Sweet clover seed, he says, in all trials 
has- failed to "catch" on blue grass 
pastures 


And if it ehould catch, it would 


prove 
uneconomical for 
pasturage 


purposes. Sweet clover, he points out, 
is unpalatable, and the livestock 
would avoid it in order to eat the blue 
grass, thus injuring the stand 
of 
grass. 
Furthermore, cattle must be 


kept off sweet clover stands for the 
first year. Since sweet clover has a 
life cycle of only two years; and eince 
one year of pasturage would be lost, 
and in the second year the stock 
would be led to injure the blue grass, 
he is emphatic in his insistence that 
it is more than unwise to attempt to 
seed sweet clover and blue grass "in 
the same pasture.

organic matter were maintained at a 
high level, good crops of corn, grain 
potatoes could 
be grown.

exists in humus." 


"Increased production 
of manure 


can be effected only by keeping more 
livestock. In order to feed more live 
stock at a profit, there must be greate 
production of feed upon the farm. The 
feed must be of good quality, namely 
high in protien which also means high 
er in nitrogen. If we are to produce 
feeds higher in nitrogen, thin nitrogen 
must be manufactured into protein by 
the crop, and the crop must take i 
from the soil." 


FERTILIZER EXPENSIVE 


"One remedy would be the use of ni 


trogenous commercial fertilizers, but i 
happens that for general farm crops 
this nitrogen is rather expensive. 
remedy which the farmer calls to bis 
aid is the large family of legume crops 
which by means of bacteria which form 
nodules on their roots are able to uti 
lize and build into protein feeds the ni 
trogen from the abundant supplies in 
the air." 


"Some of the common legumes a 


alfalfa, clover, sweet clover, soy'beans 
pffiis, beans and many others. It so 
happens, however, that the most pro 
fitable of these crops, alfalfa, swee 
clover, and the clovers, 
require an 


abundant suply of lime." 


"If a farmer is ging to succeed with 


livestock, he must grow these legume 
feed crops upon his own farm. No less 
than one-third of the cultivated acre 
age of a farm should be 
producing 


some legume crop every year. Such a 
practice will ordinarily establish a bal 
ance between the income and out-go 
of nitrogen, if the crops are fed and 
the mature returned." 


WASTE HELPS LAND 


'Alfalfa fiields, large and small, are 


so well scattered throughout this sec 
tiorf the value of alfalfa is generally 
known, and the necessity of using 
lime, marl or paper mill waste to cor 
rect acidity of the soil is so well recog- 
nized that litle need be said on that 
question." 


In his talk on The Elemental Prin- 


ciples of Feeding the Dairy Cows, Mr 
Luther said in part: "Fresh air is 
an essential to cows in digesting their 
:ood. Air in tight unventilated stables 
becomes stale and Impure. 
Barns 


should be ventilated to carry off im- 
pure air and let in pure fresh air. The 
pure, fresh air vitalizes the feed con- 
sumed. Stale and impure air will not 
do so." 


"Water, pure fresh water of a tem- 


perature to permit cows to drink lots 
of it is another essential. Water sup- 
ilies the fluid to make the digestive 
luices for properly preparing the feed 
n the cow's body end carrying it 
through, the cows system to build up 
her body and produce milk." 


"Fresh air and pure water are the 


cheapest feeds a cow can have. Do 
not fail to supply these." 


"The crops most easily grown on 


dairy farms are timothy hay, corn, 
corn fodder and corn silage, oats, oat 
straw, barley and barley straw." 


"These are all good when properly 


used. But when they become the'most 
of the feed that dairy cows receive, 
-hey 
soon show that something is 
acking." 


COWS MUST HAVE SALT 
"First they are short in protein. 


Even though the cow has a large 
digestive capacity, she cannot consume 
enough to provide her bodily needs 
and produce much. Consequently cows 
run down on milk and get out of con- 
dition and we seem to be able to bring 
them back by feeding them oil meal 
and bran." 


"These home grown feeds are short 


n chlorine and cows fed only these 
:eeds will not be able to develop the 
hydrochloric acid which they need in 
stomach digestion. When the foods 
reach the cow's stomach, hydrochloric 
acid starts stomach digestion. 
No 


farm grown feed will supply the 
chlorine. 
Consequently it must 
be 


supplied and is best supplied in com- 
mon salt. Dairy farmers must not 
scrimp cows in salt. 
Big chunks 


should be in the cow yard and ordinary

I advise 
farmers to cooperate with these breed 
ers' associations in selling cows. 


"Some of our local dairymen are get 


ting careless in the selection of herd 
sires. Price is the only qualification 
with a number of them in the choice 
of an animal. 
If the price is low 


enough, they purchase 
the animal 


shown but if it is not, they 
hunt 


around for a cheaper purchase. This 
tendency is having a bad effect on the 
herds In breeding and milk produc 
tion." 


"At this time of the year, we hear 


farmers say that they can not make 
Improvements, 
meet their expenses 


and get a profit from their farms be- 
cause taxes are too high. The state 
ment also Is made that 36 per cent ot 
the farms in this country are mort- 
gaged. If farms are mortgaged rea 
sonably to increase production or to 
create new business, the mortgage 
does not mean anything more than 
hat. Railroads, manufacturers and 
business men are carrying mortgages 
"or that purpose. But if the mortgage 
s evidence of a backward movement 
n a community, It is time for the 
community to compare the building of 
roads and new school houses by bond 
ssuee which are expensive with the 
iay-as-you-go method which is cheap. 
If taxes are exceedingly high at the 
present time, can we stand the weight 
of another bond issue in this county 
"or the building of roads?
